MEMORANDUM FOR THE CHIAF, MILITARY INTELLIGEMCE SERVICE: 


Gubjeets Foreign Positive Intelligence. 


le Reference is made to the attached letter dated 8 duly 1944 
from the Director of Intelligence, Army Service Forces, concerning 
the pub lication, “Current Requests for Information,” in connection 
with the colleetion of foreign positive intelliczenee by the Service 
Commands (Tab A). 


2. For your information there is attached herete eepies of 
the Disposition Form dated 3 Mareh 1944 to the Adjutant General from 
the Ae Ce. of 8., Gw8, and the Adjutant General's letter dated 4 March 
1944 to the Direotor of Intelligence, arny Service Forces, directing 
that the Service Commands participate in the collection of foreign 
positive intelligence and advising that guidance in this collection 
would be provided by current requests for information and priorities 
as established by the A. C. of Se, Ge2, WOGS (Tab B). 


S. Current requests for information as mentioned in the above 
communications refer specifically te the publication, "Current Requests 
for Information," a eopy of which is attached (Tab Cc). 


4. The original plan of the Current Request list as propounded 
over a year and a half age was to have the Chief of the former Theatre 
Group request regularly, once a month, a list of current intelligence 
requirements of a1] the former regional branches, and with the advice 
of the Planning and Strategy Group indicate to the former Collection 
Unit which countries and whieh questions should be emphasized or civen 
priorities in the collection of replies from the various sources avail- 
able to the former Collestion Unit. The three-ring binder was adopted « 
as a cover, and questionnaires for each country were to.be forwarded 
in lecse-leaf form onee a month, or more er less frequently, as desired. 
Current Request lists were furnished to all] Military Attaches, Military 
Gbeervers, Military Liaison Officera, JICAs, MID Branch Offices, and 
Service Commands. The last supplement published was sometime in May, 
1944.

6 In view of the commitment made by the fs Ce of Se, G2, to 
furnish the Service Commands with Current Request lists, and in view 
of the professed need of the field offices fer intellizence objectives 
as witnessed by the recent requests for such objectives by JICA in 
Rem, it is recommended thet the Director of intelligence be directed 
to supply the Supervisor of Souree Control regularly anee a month with 
current Questions reflecting the ourrent intelligence requiramente of 
MIS. The Superviser of Seurce Control will assemble ani put the queae 
tions in the proper ferm for transmittal to the field, Also included 
in the Current Request list, will be certain of the regular requests 
for informetion submitted te Supervisor of Source Centro] in the nor~ 
mal routine mamer by the various units in the Intellizence Group as 
outlined in NID memorandum iio. 66, dated 10 duly, subject, “Requests 
for Information."
